ANNUAL 


Report of Health Officer. 


GENTLEMEN :— 

During the past year the town of Plainfield has been very free from 
contagious diseases, only thirteen having been reported, as follows: 
typhoid fever, nine, one fatal; scarlet fever, three; diphtheria, one; 


total, thirteen. 


No epidemic has occurred during the year, and we have been free 
from small pox. No efforts are being made in the town to restrict 


the spread of pulmonary consumption. 


During the year have investigated six cases of nuisances. Jive 
have been abated. The time limit for the sixth has not yet expired. 


The case of the Plainfield hotel was unnecessarily prolonged. The 
final order was sent in May 1904, and complied with,-the property 
having changed hands meanwhile. Three analyses of this water 
were made on the following dates: Aug. 6, 1903, Dec. 30 and April 26, 
1904. The first analysis showed large sewerage contamination, and 
the presence of colm bacilli (the bacillus of typhoid fever.) That no 
cases of typhoid resulted from the use of this water was simply the 
good fortune of the persons using it. The last analysis showed some 
improvement over the former ones, but still showed a large sewerage 
contamination. To quote the words of Herbert E.Smith, M. D., State 
Chemist, “In my opinion these results (the analysis of April 26, 
190-+,) indicate that the water is not a suitable one for drinking.” 


There is a sewerage system installed in Wauregan, sewering the 
Company’s property. Moosup is decidedly in need of a public sewer- 
age system. This could easily be done owing to the natural facilities 
at hand and would make this village freer from contagious diseases, 
‘especially typhoid fever. Such a system would do away with the 
present cess-pools and privy vaults, which are always a source of 
trouble, and which at their best are very unsatisfactory. 


RERORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 


During the year the number of vaccinated children in the public 
schools was ascertained. Number of pupils vaccinated, 505; number 
of pupils unvaccinated, 233; absent, six; total, 744. This shows a 
too large—and even dangerous—per cent. (334) of unvaccinated school 
children in a town liable to epidemics of small pox. It is up to the 
Schoo] Committee to remedy this by obliging all school children to 
be vaccinated, as provided in Sec. 2161 Revised Statutes. 

I made an inspection of all the railroad stations in the town in 
December, 1903, at the request of the County Health Officer. Defects 
and deficiencies were noted and were remedied by the Company. _ 

I had the pleasure, by appointment of the County Health Officer, 


to represent the Town Health Officers of Windham Co. on a commit- 


tee to formulate uniform rules or regulations of quarantine. The 
idea was that a person or persons, when quarantined, should be quar- 
antined the same and be subject to the same restrictions whether in 
Plainfield or in any other town in the state. Three meetings of this 
committee were held, one in Oct. 1903, the second in December, 1903, 
and the last in February, 1904. Much benefit was derived from these 
meetings, and the results of the committee’s work will soon be ap- 
parent.

The memorizing of rules has more and more given place to a prac- 
tical application of principles, so that a pupil has not been struck 
dumb if asked to give a reason for the work he has done. 

Pupils are not always advanced as fast as parents think they should. 
be; but the visitor and teacher ought to know (and do know) better 
than the parent when the child is ready for another book or another 
grade; especially when the parents never visit the school to judge of 
their child’s progress, and of his standing in his class. 

The number enumerated in town Oct. 1, 1903, was 1,226. an increase 
of twenty-six over the previous year. The number registered in the 
schools was 932, an increase of ten. ; 

The average attendance was 645, an increase of nineteen. 

The cost per scholar, according to registration was $16.82 as against 
$17.58 of the previous year, and the cost per scholar according to . 
average attendance was $24.33 against $27.85 of the year before. 

The number of rooms occupied was twenty-three, and the teachers 
employed twenty-four. 


The crowded condition of the Moosup schools has rendered it nec- 
essary to seat the vacant room, and to fit up a room in the hall of the 
main building as a recitation room for the principal. 

The average attendance in Moosup was 387, an average of fifty-five 
for each teacher.
